n The task force’s analysis and recommendations shall be
coordinated with other studies of career and technical
education delivery models and financing, including
financing of capital facilities.

n By October 1, 2013, the Office of the Superintendent of
Public Instruction shall identify a recommended list of
course equivalencies for career and technical education
courses and submit the list to the task force.

o Apreliminary report from the task force is
due on December 15, 2013.

Includes initial analysis and a plan for completing the final
report.

o The final report from the task force is due on
September 1, 2014.
